Proposition: Our church can be renewed and restored by 
following the directions laid out for us in the account of young 
King Joash's Chest!

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1) Following the three directions laid out for us in the 
account of young King Joash's Chest! 

2) ...the sad tale of how sons of Athaliah had broken up the 
house of God. Athaliah is spoken of in verse 7 as a 
"wicked woman". She was She was the daughter of Ahab 
and Jezebel. It was a case of like mother like daughter. 
Our text indicates that at one point she had the Temple 
at Jerusalem ransacked and left in ruins. Joash, not only 
loved God, but also His House. Therefore he wanted to do 
something about the condition of the house of God. I 
want you to see two reasons why Joash took up this 
special offering: 


3) ...is knit to Gethsemane Baptist Church. Some of you 
have been here on these pews for 20 and 30 years. Some 
have only been here a matter weeks. But this is a special 
place and when people walk into, I want them to know 
immediately that that we value what God has given us. 
And that we serve a God of beautvy holiness, and 
perfection. We may walk in the old paths, but we serve 
the great I am of the present. 




1) To get anything out of a flint, you must hammer it. And 
then you only get chips and sparks. To get water of out of 
sponge you must squeeze it, and the more you use 
pressure, the more you will get. But the honeycomb just 
overflows with its own sweetness. These givers here in 
our text were honeycomb givers! 


2) ...pennies that were found under a little girl's pillow when 
she died. The little girl wanted to enter a Sunday school in 
Philadelphia but was told that there was not enough 
room. She began saving her pennies to "help the Sunday 
school have more room." Two years later she became ill 
and died. They found a small pocket book under her 
pillow with fifty-seven pennies and a piece of paper that 
had the following note on it: "To help build the Little 
Temple bigger, so more children can come to Sunday 
school." The pastor shared the story with his 
congregation and the newspaper took the story across 
the country. Soon the pennies grew, and the outcome 
can be seen in Philadelphia today. There is a Church that 
will seat 3,300 persons, Temple University, Temple 
Hospital, and a large Temple Sunday school. It all began 
with fifty-seven cents and a little girl saving her pennies. 


3) ...so that our sons and daughters will have a wonderful 
and beautiful place to worship in the next 35 years to 
come. 2 Corinthians 9:7, "Every man according as he 
purposeth in his heart, so let him give; not grudgingly, or 
of necessity: for God loveth a cheerful giver. "
